'A Child Is a confirmed optimist; 
Children copy far more from parental 
actions than inherited from parental 
blood" said Dr. Esther A. Richards In 
a lecture on Mental llygicno In the 
Home, boforo a very largo audience 
at the Mount Iloyal Hotel yesterday 
evening. Dr. Richards Is an Associate 
Professor of Psychiatry at Johns Hop- 
kins University In Baltimore. 

The lecturer praised the great work 
of Sir William Osier who, she said, 
was so greatly responsible for Ameri- 
can Medicine having attained such a 
height. There Is a common feeling in 
the United States that Canadian Child- 
ren are given n better start, and aid 
given more care and attention by their 
rarents ami nurses. Canadian nurses 
are known to have had a more 
thorough training, and In many cas-J3 
they arc given preference in the Uni- 
ted States. This Is largely responsible 
for the welfare of the children. The 
environment of a child means every- 
thing in its mental and physical pro- 
gress. It is under the strain of devel- 
oping conditions and must receive such 
treatment as to insure good conduct 
in future life. 

The conduct of Childhood used to he 
judged by standards of right and 
wrong. Parents expected and Insisted 
on their children living up to the fam- 
ily traditions socially and especially 
educationally. In many Instances this 
is still adhered to, Often the child U 
Incapable of doing this and Is only 
goaded by its parents into doing worse 
instead of their trying to find .some 
'specific cause for Its faillir,; to come 
up to their expectations, Family doo- 
I tors and nurses, when given the case,

"Tiie St. Lawrence Deep Waterway 
Project - will be tho subject of two 
papers to be delivered at the final 
meeting of the Pollt'cal Ec.jni>my Club 
for the session 10. T - J«. H. Car! 
Goldenbcrg Arts '-?. President of the 
Club and T. Frederick Goîortii. B A.. 
of the Graduate School of Economics 
will present the two rapers.

The western States strongly support 
tlio plan as they are now suffering 
from lack cf transportation facilities. 
The Canad'an West on the other hand 
Is Indifferent or even hostile to the 
plan, believing that it will interfere 
with the success of the Hudson Bay 
Hallway. Now York, fearing lois of 
revenue, is strongly opposed to the 
project as are many interests in Mont- 
real. 

The Project pi eposes to deepen the 
present St. Liwrcnce Waterway to a 
depth of about 30 feet. It 1* arsucJ 
that us a consequence there would be 
great reductions in freight rates and 1 
that the Ciinadlan farmers stand to 
gain many mill'ons of dollars annu- 
ally. It is even said that ocean liners 
would bo aide to go to tho head of 
the lakes, on the other hand many 
firmly beUeves that the navigation 
prospect!' of iho plan are a more 
gamble that It's ridiculous to boUe/vo 
that ocean iiuors would over afford 
tlio t'mç necc-sary to so to Duluth-

February, litis, win 8 o down in the ' 
records at tho McGlil Observatory as 
the .s:\tli successive month thai has 
been milder than usual. Tho fact that 
the nionth has been mlider than usual, 
and tho snowfall is nearly 11 inches 
beiow normal arc the outstanding fca.- 
turcs ui do month, according to the 
Weather Man at the McOlll «.'bservat,- 
ory yesterday. 

To date tho snowfnli measurps only 
ID Inches and only once sinco 1300 a 
lower snowfall tor February has been 
recorded. This was in February. 1021, 
when a total uf only uino inches was 
experienced :n Montreal. Although the 
month has been milder than usual It 
is only ui tho ext. m of about ono de- 
grco.
